Fighting the Rat, 


The greatest enemy of man is man

But now uote that there 
were not a sufficient number of Jews 
found worthy to complete the Kingdom 
class. 
The Kingdom therefore could 


not be inaugurated then. 
God had 


foreseen this and through tbe Prophet 
had promised that some would be gath- 
ered from the Gentiles to complete 
this Kingdom class. The entire work 
of the Gospel Age has been the calling 
of this "elect" class for the Kingdom.

Tax figures also dispute the state- 


ment of some that the horse indus- 
try is going backward; and of .oth- 
ers that it remains stationary, for 
since 1913 when the taxable value of 
all hcrses was. .§92,512,504 
there 


has been an increase of: approximate- 
ly -^7,000,000. 
All automobiles 
in 


use in Ohio were on the tax dupli- 
cate for 325,804,992 in 1913, the 
1914 figures showing an increase of 
89,000,000. 


There are only three counties in 


the state, Cuyahoga, Hamilton and 
Franklin, in which the taxable value 
of automobiles exceed that 
of the 


horses. 
In Cuyahoga county these 


assessments were made: 


Horses $2,193;285 and 
automo- 


biles SO,170,440. In Hamilton coun- 
ty, horses 31,468,726 and 
automo- 


biles §3,373,364 and Lucas county, 
horses §1,090,285 and 
automobiles

Extraordinary Expenses Incurred. 
It must be borne in mind that this 


•unparalleled 
condition 
of 
state 


finances exists in spite of extraordi- 
rary expenses growing out of emer- 
gencies of the present administration. 
The flood catastrophe of 1913 cost the 
state approximately $1,000,000, while 
all bills incurred in the year 1912 by 
the constitutional 
convention—legal 


advertising, etc.—were paid in 1913 
for the reason that that was the first 
opportunity the legislature had ot 
making the necessary appropriations. 
In addition to these matters, deficien 
cies authorized by the 
emergency 


board in 1912, amounting to $234,359.- 
65, were taken care of the next year 
—1913—as had been the custom in 
ti~e past. That the large balance has 
Lot been accumulated as the result 
of any neglect to the state institutions 
is snown by the provision wTiieh was 
made during 1913-14 for these several 
departments. During the biennium 
or 1913-14 there was disbursed for 
new buildings and lands for our uni- 
versities, normal schools, state hos- 
pitals and correctional 
institutions 


$G.291.834.41. The items making up 
this total should be considered as bet- 
terments because the buildings for 
the most part are of fireproof con- 
struction and the lands will continue 
tc grow in value, In 3909-10 the state 
spent for buildings and lands <1,774,- 
S5S.7G. In 1911-12 the disbursements 
for these purposes were 12.117,427.95; 
M> that the present balance in the 
general revenue fund is emphasized 
Mhen we consider that from it was 
taken in 1913-14 almost as much 
money for permanent betterments in 
behalf of state institutions as 


provided in tne previous four years. 
In order to correct a misapprehension 
which seems to be more or less gen- 
et al, not a dollar in the general rev- 
enue fund is derived by direct taxa- 
tion. 
Inasmuch as public opinion, 


for or against governmental reforms, 
often develops from the logic of cost 
in dollars and cents to the individual, 
i- is regretable that a propaganda nas 
'been maintained in this state tor the 
apparent, mischievous purpose of be- 
fogging the public mind with refer- 
ence to our real financial condition. 
Ihe statement that a deficit existefl 
in the treasury has been too absurd 
for consideration. 
Those who pur- 


sued that erroneous thought argued 
fiom the contention tnat against the 
cash balance in the treasury there 
should be figured the sum total of ap- 
propriations authorized by - the gen- 
eial assembly.

was said that if there were ?10,000/ 
000 in the treasury on the date that 
an appropriation bill became legally 
operative and the budget itself car- 
lied $11,000,000 to be exoendprt with.t 
m tweivs months' time, then a ded- j 
cit of $1,000,000 was created. Tf this 
principal were adopted in the affairs , 
cf private or corporate enterprises 
there would be few solvent concerns, 
and yet, applying this fallacious the- 
ory at this time the balance in the 
general revenue fund on the last day 
of the calendar year is large enough 
to overwhelm that argument because 
no deficit could be shown even by that 
method of bookkeeping. A consider- 
able factor In the satisfactory condi- 
tion of the finances of this common--! 
wealth has been the passage of laws 
which make e^ery department, with 
regulatory authority, self-supporting.' 
Not only doas society benefit by gov- j 
ernmental regulation along prudent 
lines, but the institutions upon which 
official limitations are visited proht 
themselves; so the laws in question 
sprang from the thought that these 
organized agencies of business should 
tear the cost rather than Impose it 
upon government.

Predicts Educational Revival. 


The subject of education should al- 


ways be transcendent in the aims and 
purposes of those in authority. The 
state of things in the world today 
demonstrates the inevitable estab- 
lishment of many more republics. We 
not only live in the blessings of geo- 
graphical isolation from the lands 
of trouble and tears, but we enjoy 
a& well the benefits flowing from In- 
stitutions builded upon the sovereign 
vrill of our people. Worldwide evolu- 
tions are now upon us. Civilization 
may be compelled to face an unpre- 
cedented test, and it behooves us. 
therefore, to see to it that behind the 
suffrage expression of our people Is 
a constantly improved standard and 
an enlarged measure of education. 
Every child in this state should have 
the opportunity of good school ad- 
vantages. Tiiey have not had in the 
past in some sections. The depths of 
neglect and inefficiency to which the 
school system has drifted in some re- 
mote sections is not only a reproach 
upon a state as resourceful as ours, 
but a tragedy as weJ3. 1 renew with 


enthusiasm an appeal 


in behalf of the rural sections and 
urge only forward steps Jn education. 
Wo have gained too nvnch to have It 
lest Folks have tasted the benefits 
of a modern rural system of educa- 
tion and rural life can only be stimu- 
lated by onr facing "the right direc- 
tion. Good roads and good schools

Previous to Sept. 1, 1912, there 


were but 192 centralized school dis- 
tricts in Ohio. In two "years' time 
242 have been legally authorized; 
and within the next four weeks elec- 
tions will be had upon twenty-aye 
new projects. While the centralii*- 
tion of schools is of great importance, 
the new school law, which, empower* 
county boards of education to red!*- 
trict the various counties for school 
purposes, is doing even a greater good 
as many districts have already been 
in part transferred to adjoining ontea 
and the smaller part left has been 
added to others by a vote of the* elec- 
tors concerned. It is indeed a great 
movement, making not only for de- 
creased cost of education "per elidt', 
but vastly improved facilities, as well 
as better trained teachers. 


In this connection it seems to tn» 


that some plan should be devised off 
so conducting our three universities 
as to make them co-operative. Doubt- 
less the trustees of the-three boards 
could devise a scheme which would 
work a benefit to each Institution. 
There should be discouraged any 
movement calculated to generate aai- 
mosity as between them. There is ft 
useful sphere for them alt 


It is my further observation that 


Euore girls' dormitories should be 
built at tbe universities. Under ttte 
system in vogue their maintenance 
costs nothing, as they are self-sup- 
porting. Tney provide a home and 
protection for young women whose 
aims and aspirations bring them to 
the college seats.
